form'd execrable deſigns againſt it, however conceal'd for the 


preſent, The idle pretence, that their prince had nq religion, 
and therefore would not ſpoil us of ours, was a low way of

nothing to fear on that head. For ſhoyld all they ſuggeſt be 
allow'd, the more natural inference is, that he would nof 
Juffer us to have any ar one (in ſome views of it) worſe than 
none, I mean that wherein he was educated. It's certain 
Atheiſts of the Roman caſt which abqund in Italy, from whence 
he came, have in fact turn'd out the greate/? Perſicutors: For 
having no reſtraints on them from honour, and conſcience, 
they are prepar'd to go all the lengths of that Church in the 
acts of cruelty, and in intereſt oblig'd to do it, as the creatures 
of that polity. But thanks be to Gop who has not put us 
to this hard trial, and given us fatal conviction that Popery, 
under eyery diſguiſe, is ſtill the ſame, : 
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BI Iss ye the Loxp that Smithfield Fires are not 
Iain kindled, and the blood of Proteftants does not run in our 

| There's fo much ſatisfaction attends the review of 
Hazards that are paſt, one would think it almoſt impoſſible not 
to take it, nor fo look upon all the ſacred comforts that are 
left us: The Bibles we have in aur hands, the Miniſters in our 
the liberty of judging for ourſelves, and educating our 
children, with a new. guſt and pleaſure, as tbe dear purchaſe 
of the late ſtruggle, the. freſh trophies of the victory, and re- 
cover d to us from among the ſpoils of our enemies. *Tis be- 
cauſe they are not bere that we are; are engag d in this agree- 
able ſervice.

(2.) TRE full enjoyment of our civil liberties and proper- 


ties comes next under our conſideration as a proper ſubject of 
our gratitude on this occaſion ; i by reaſon theſe have alſo been 
preſerv'd to us by this event. It was the greateſt effrontery in 

the Rebels to prophane thoſe dear names, Liberty and Proper ty, 
by infcribing them 'on their Banners, for had they ſucceeded 
We ſhould have found them no where elſe. It is evident they 
had nothing of this kind of their own : Their great errand muſt 
be to caſe us of ours. A Miniſter in the North of Scotland 
aſſures me they were meer ſlaves in body and mind. That 
ke their religion and eftates u were much of a piece; that it was 
« /ittle 
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64 little of either they could pretend to, and that little they en- 
44 Joy'd only through the clemency of the Gouernmem; ( ſince it 
4 had been generally forfeited in the la/? Rebellion ) that the 
Effects of thoſe engaged in this, by an east calculation, 
*« amounted to not above the fortieth part of the landed in- 
% tereſt of Scotland, and ſcarce the four hundredth part of the 
* trading. Upon this repreſentation, we may eaſily appre- 
hend their private views muſt be to make their ſeparate Fer- 
tunes out of the publick ruin. It's what their rapine, violence, 
and oppreſſion, gave us a low ſpecimen of; and ſome of them 
here appear'd in their true quality as Highwaymen and Robbers. 
But what greater calamities were impending, could they have 
brought their ſchemes to bear? What a perfect diſſolution of 
all the ties of ſociety might be expected, from men who were 
the worſt of Parricides ? who had the heart to ſell themſelves, 
their native Country, and the Liberties of Europe to France; 
far this wicked hire of their unrighteous labour ? Overturn, 
overturn, was their favourite Text, and what a horrid Chaos 
muſt have ſucceeded their application of it, is eaſier to con- 
ceiye. than deſcribe. We can't wonder the dread diffuſed it- 
ſelf over the community at that time, as the Foy ſhould at 
this ; for the ſnare i is broken and we are eſcaped, We now ſit 
under our oton vines, i. e. enjoy the fruit of our own labour, 
or the acquiſition of our anceſtors, none making us afraid:
